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NEW YORK WILL ACT 


In Convention in Albany on the 22d of 
February. 


A HILL DELEGATION I$ CERTAIN 


To Cast the Vote of That State in the 
National Convention. 
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The Discussionjon the Rules Develops Sev- 
eral Outside Features—Other Gossip 
from the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, January 26.—[Special.J—As 
predicted in the dispatches a few days ago, 
the New York democratic state convention 
has been called to meet on February 22d 
in Albany. 

It can be stated with certainty that a 
Hill delegation will be sent to the con- 


vention. 

A majority of,the members present are 
reported in favor of Hill as the presiden- 
tial candidate. Senator Hill was present 
and accessible to all the great leaders. 
David B. Hill’s admirers are confident that 
he will be nominated by bis party. Dur- 
ing his gubernatorial career he succeeded 
jin entrenching the democratic party in 
control of the legislative and state depart- 
ments, and by his course in the recent 
legislative contests, which course has been 
approved by the court of appeals, has 
given the opportunity to redistrict the 
state, and, in compliance with the law 
which provides for an enumeration of the 
state every ten years, a bill to effect this 
has now passed both branches of the New 
York legislature and been signed by the 
governor. 

Georgia Legislation. 

Colonel Livingston introduced the old sub- 
treasury bill in the house today. He will not, 
however, agitate this question forthe present. 
He wants the house to pass his resolution pro- 
viding foran investigation of the financial 
affairs of the country, which will probably 
lead to a more practical solution of the 
problem. 

Senator Colquitt today introduced a bill for 
the improvement of the Savannah river and 
harbor. 

Mr. Carlton Hillyer, auditor of the Georgia 
railroad, is here attending the convention of 
auditors of the various railroads of the country. 

Out at the Reception. 

The new Georgia congressmen turned out in 
force tonight at the president’s reception to 
congress. Being members of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, it is, of course, against their principles 
to own, borrow or wear a dress suit, Conse- 

_.@aently they contented themssives with white 
cravats and ordinary Prince Albert coats. In 
such costumes they naturally attracted atten- 
tien where dress suits only are considered the 
proper thing, but they preferred rather to be 
conspicuous than to have themselves paraded 
throughout their districts as being possessors 
of spike-tailed coats. 

The Day in Congress. 

The debate over the rules in the bouse today 
was very much tamer than had been antici- 
patec. Mr. Reed made a conservative speech 
in defense of his rules of the last congress, 

- He simply claimed that they were the best, 
bat made no vicious attack upon Speaker 
Crisp’s new rules. In the allotment of time 
tc the respective parties for debate, the third 
party was recognized. The democratic and re- 
publican parties were given three hours each 
for general debate, and to the third party 
one hour was allotted. Jerry Simpson, Mr. 
Otis of Kansas and Tom Watson of Georgia 
will, perhaps, consume that hour tomorrow. 
All three of them will speak in favor of an 
amendment offered by Mr. Otis, providing for 
the election of the committees by ballot 1n the 
house, rather than the formation of them 
by the speaker. Of course the amend- 
ment will not be adopted, but it 
will give the third party people an opportu- 
nity to be heard from. 

An Amendment by Breckenridge. 

Yesterday a very significant amendment to 
the new code of rules was offered by Mr. 
Breckenridge, of Kentucky. It appears in to- 
day’s Record, and reads as follows: 

Provided further, That whenever any general 
appropriation bill is under consideration it shal 
be in order to move aS an amendment any amend- 
ment reducing taxation or providing out of what 
fund or taxes such appropriation shall be paid. 

This proviso Mr. Breckenridge proposed to 
add to the Hoiman rule, whose adoption was 
recommended by the rules committee, per- 
mitting riders on legislative or appropriation 
bills when in the interest of retrenchment. If 
enacted it would enabie a complete tariff bill 
to be appended to any appropriation bill under 
consideration in the house. The significance 
of itis readily seen. Members of the ways 
and means committee who are in favor of 
attacking the McKinley tariff act by separate 

- bills were afraid that it indicated a purpose to 
take the revision of the tariff out of their 
hands and propose a general tariff bill, like 
the Mills bill of the fiftieth congress. 
Democratic members of the . committee 
are 8s at present divided on the 
subject of the best method of 
attacking the tariff, and new and o!d members 
of the committee have not yet been able to 
get together on the question, Mr. Springer and 
his friends favoring separate bills, and the 
members of the = lice: et when Mr. Mills 
was chairman, namely: Messrs. McMillan, 
Wilson and Turver, favoring a general’ re- 
vision in one comprehensive measure. 

Mr: Breckenridge this afternoon said that 
his resolution did not contemplate any move 
against the chairman of the ways and means 
committee. He said that he did not believe in 
legislation or appropriation biils, but 
Was in favor of keeping appro- 
priation bills confined to governmen 
expenditures strictly. At the same time, if 
there were going to be any such rule adopted 
as the old Holman rider of the forty-eighth 
congress, he wanted to add to it a rule relative 
to taxation. He said he wanted to keep any 
single tariff bill, or any genera! tariff bill from 
being pocketed in the senate, and if the 
house sent the senate a lot of single shots at 
the tariff law, which he, nersonally, did not 
favor, being himself a believer in keeping 
faith by general revision, he wanted to put the 
rules in such shape that the senate would be 
compeiled to act upon them, and not be per- 
mitted to pocket them in the committees. 

During the debate on rules today Mr. Sayres, 
of Texas, sprung the silver question upon the 
house by an amendment allowing the commit 
tee on coinage to report to the louse at any 
time, and by giving its report precedence over 
other measures. That brought little Mr. 
Raynor, of Maryland, to his feet, and he made

a vigorous attack upon free coinage, taking 
occasion at the same time to eulogize Mr. 
Cleveland in the most flattering terms, and to 
speak out for him for president, Mr. Raynor's 
speech, however, fell rather flat.

COTTON FACTORY BURNED, 


Two Hundred Operatives Out of 
Employment—Yesterday’s Fires. 
Cuester, 8. C., January 26.—The Chester 
cotton factory, with all its contents, was 
burned this morning at 2 o’clock. The fire 
caughtin the dining room and, fanned by a 
brisk breeze, quickly spread to the rest of the 
large buildings. All the costly machines and 
$80,000 worth of ginghams, ready for ship- 
ment, were destroyed. The total loss is $220,- 
000; insurance, $151,000. Over two hundred 
operatives are thrown out of work. The com- 
pany will rebuild at once, 
Large Fire in Columbus, 0, 


Cotumsvs, O., January 26.—The most dis- 
astrous fire that Columbus has ever expe- 
rienced occurred this morning in a large block 
of buildingsat the northwest corner of Rich 
and High streets. A small blaze started about 
7:40 oclock a. m. in the large building at the 
corner, and before noon the entire block from 
Rich street to Walnut and from High to Wall 
had been gutted by the flames. 

There were a number of thrilling and hair- 
breadth escapes, and, with the large force of 
women employed about the building, it is 
miraculous that the death roll does not mount 
up fhigh. The shoe factory of Godman’s 
employed 204 persons. One hundred and 
thirty-two of these were girls; sixty men and 
twelve boys. The factory occupied three 
floors. The spectacle of the girls going down 
the fire ladders and escapes with aprons Over 
their heads was one of the thrilling episodes 
that caused the hearts of men to stand still 
These victims were driven out of the building 
by the fierceness of the flames, and had not 
even time to getany of their wrappings, the 
fire spreading so rapidly. 

Nothing but the bare walls of the building, 
occupying half a block, are standing. It was 
impossible to get a complete list of the losses 
and insurances, especially the latter, as it is so 
extensively distributed through the agencies. 
A rough estimate is made that the total dam- 
age will be about five hundred thousand dol- 
lars; insurance, $300,000. All the people 
were taken from the building without injury, 
though there were some narrow escapes} 


Oil Works Destroyed. 
ELIZABETH, N. J., January 26.—The exten- 
sive plant of Borne, Scrymser & Co., lubricat-

| ing oil manufacturers, at Elizabethport, was 


almost entirely destroyed by fire tonight. An 
explosion of one of the stills occurred soon 
after the day force had left their work. “Zhe 
works are in the suburbs, where there is a lack 
of water supply, and this made efforts to 
quench the flames ineffectual. Still after still 
exploded, and inashort time much of the 
plant was a mass of flames. The blazing oil 
floated out on the surface of Staten [sland 
sound and endangered tug boats, which had 

steamed to the scene to be of assistance. 
Staten Island meadows were fired, and 
ignited a trestle of the Baltimore and -Ohio 
bridge, which spans the sound near this point. 
The oit works ‘covered ten acres, with 450 
feet frontage on the sound, Wharves along 
the full length of this frontage were con- 
sumed, also the cooper shop and barreling 
filter and pump houses. Forty-five thousand 
new barrels, many thousands of barrels of 
manufactured oil, and six immense stills are 
destroyed as well. The loss aggregates 
$300,000, partly insured.

RAILROAD SHOPS BURNED. 


Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars Goes Up 
in Smoke in Meridian. 

MERIDIAN, Miss., January 26.—[{Special.]— 

Fire destroyed the railroad shops of the 


| Queen and Crescent road tonight, entailing 


an estimated loss of $75,000, and throwing 


| more than two hundred persons out of em- 


ployment. The fire originated in the central 
part of the shops at 6:20 o’clock, and in thirty 
minutes the building was enveloped in flames, 
and was totally destroyed, despite the earnest 
efforts of the firemen. The roundhouse 
and the offices in the shop were saved. Walter 
Whitefield and another tireman, whose name 
could not be learned, were bruised about the 
head by falling. It was fully covered by in- 


surance. . 
SHOT TO DEATH. 
A Terrible Tragedy Reported from Middles- 
boro, Ky. 

MIDDPLESBORO, Ky.,January 26.—[Special.] 
A terrible tragedy was committed on the 
border of the Big Sycamore in Tennessee, 
twenty miles south of Cumberland Gap, late 
yesterday afternoon. 

It appears that a lawsuit had been pending 
between one Pridemore,fof Grange county, 
Tennessee, anda sister of Chief of Police 
Price Williams, of Cumberland Gap, for the 
possession of a horse in the stables of the Will- 
iams family. On Sunday afternoon Pride- 
more, accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Size- 
more, of Grange county, came to Cumberland 
Gap, and early Monday morning forcibly took 
possession of the horse in dispute and started 
for home. Laterin the day Chief Williams, 
accompauied by Officer Thompson, startedin 
hot pursuit, The fleeing party was met near 
theriver mentioned, and aregular battle en- 
sued. Officer Thompson was shot through 
the head, dying instantly, while Deputy Sher- 
iff Sizemore had six bullets put through his 
body, which resulted in his death early this 
morning. Pridemore was afterwards captured 
by Williams and is now locked up in jail at 
Cumberland Gap. 


The Young Man Was Ignorant. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 26.—[{Special.J—A 
peculiar case came to light today, showing how, 
through ignorance, an innocent man went to the 
venitentiary for five years. Several months ago 
am Carson, an ignorant mountaineer, was ar- 
rested in Warren county, charged with bigamy. 
He had no attorney, and submitted the case, re- 
ceiving a sentence of five years inthe penitenti- 
ary. Ks a matter of fact, he had beén divorced 
before his second marriage, and his divorced wife 
had been married again. These facts were brought 
to Goverdor Buchanan's attention today, and a 
pardon was at once granted. 


A Quarrel Over a Child. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 26.—[Special.)— 
Attorney J. W. Young came to Chattanooga this 
morning with his little child, which was awarded 
him at Birmingham yesterday. Mrs. Young and 
her attorney followed him. and he was compelled 
to invoke the aidof a policeman at the Central 
depot in order to get rid of them. When Young 
foiled their attempts to take the child they had 
him arrested for kidnaping, and he waived ex- 
amination and was bound over.

THEY TALK POR HILL. 


The Growing Sentinent Among Alabama 
Democrats . 


FOR THE MAN WHO CAN WIM. 


He Leads Cleveland and Is Growing 
Stronger. 


THE MANHATTAN CLUB RECEPTION 


Proves to Be a Grand Ovation in Honor of 
the Man Who Routed New York 
Republicanism. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., January 26.—[Special.] 
David B. Hill was a prominent topic of 
discussion here today. 

Alabama, like Georgia, has been con- 
ceded to be exclusive Cleveland territory. 
When the ex-president was in power, he 
was very liberal in the distribution of pat- 
ronage to Alabamians. This appeal to the 
personal pride of the state, besides the 
claim made by his friends that tariff rfe- 
form was the exclusive property of Cleve- 
land, gave him an almost impregnable hold. 

The failure of Mr. Cleveland to take 
proper part in the New York munici- 
pal campaign; the magnificent work 
done by Governor Hill, growing bigger 
as the end of his term approached, set the 


people here to thinking. The result of that 


deliberation was made manifest today. 

The state executive committee of the 
democratic party had met for the purpose 
of fixing the day and place for the next 
state convention. The suggestion that the 
members be polled for their presidential 
preferences was agreed to, and resulted:

Colonel Taliaferro, of Jefferson county, 
said:

That was the general sentiment among 
the other non-committal members. 

- The State Convention. 

The executive committee tixed Wednesday, 
June 8th, as the time, and Montgomery as the 
place, for holding the next state convention, 
It also fixed the vote for governor in the last 
election as a basis of representation, not only 
of counties in the state convention, but also of 
seatsin county conventions for the selection of 
state convention delegates. It also prescribed 
a requirement for participating in beat meet- 
ings of the party, viz.: Having voted the 


party ticket in the last state and natioust 


elections. It further directed that thirty days 
be given by county committees of county con- 
ventions or primaries. The minority of the 
committee united with E. T. Taliaferro, of 
Birmingham, ina protest against fixing beat 
regulations requiring thirty days’ notice and 
other minor regulations adopted by the com- 
mittee. 


SENATOR HILL ENTERTAINED 


By Members of the Manhattan Club of New 
York. ; 

New York, January 26.—Two thousand 
people grasped the hand of New York’s junior 
senator tonight, and amid the popping of 
champagne corks and the merry clink of 
crystal, David Bennett Hill listened smilingly 
to many complimentary things said of him and 
to him. 

They All Came to Do Him Honor. 

The occasion was the reception and dinner 
tendered by the Manhattan Club, and the 
faithful came from all over the state and even 
from other states. New Jersey congratulated 
the senator through the offices of Governor 
Leon Abbett, while the national committee- 
man, Carlos French, grasped his hand for the 
democracy of Connecticut. 

A Love Feast, Sure Enough. 

It was a democratic love feast, and con- 
sisted of congratulations, confidences, wit, 
boned turkey, pate de foi gras and champagne. 

It was an elaborate reception—perfect in 
conception and charming in fulfillment. The 
air of the old Stewart house was heavily laden 
with the breath of hope, and members of the 
club and their guests walked about the fres- 
coed room with figurative chips of defiance on 
their shoulders, daring the anti-Hill men to 
knock them off. 

And while less distinguished democrats 
stood about the dining hall, the senator and 
party were seated before a table that bore 
heavy-weight salmon with American flags in 
their mouths, sheep roasted whole, and the 
birds cooked with their feathers on. 

Around the Table. 

The ex-governor was happy. President 
Frederick R. Condert had on his right the 
guest of the evening, and on his left Mayor 
Grant. Then there were Governor Abbett, of 
New Jersey, and ex-Congressman French, of 
Connecticut; Dock Commissioner J. Sargent 
Cram, Commissioner Gilroy, John H. V. 
Arnold, Congressman W. Bourke Cochran and 


others. 


The Toast to Hill. 

There were only two sveeches, and they 
were distinctly informal. It was 10:30 0’clock 
when Commissioner Cram secured silence, 
and then he proposed thatthe toast to Senator 
Hill be drank in silence. It was drank, and 
when Senator Hill arose it was fully two 
minutes before he could speak, so continuous 
wasthe applause. When he did speak, he 
made a graceful but brief address. He thanked 
the Manhattan Club forthe reception ten- 
dered him, and expressed a deep appreciation 
of the honer. He referred to the democratic 
victories in New York the past four years, and, 
in speaking of his share in them, jremarked: 

“I simply did what I thought to be my duty 
to my state and to my country.” 

The Work Yet to Be Done. 

Continuing he said: “We have stormed 
and carried the citadel of republicanism in 
this state, aud this year we will storm and 
carry the citadel of republicanism of the 
country. Especially have we democrats of 
New York occasion to rejoice.

HILL IN OHIO, 


The Buckeye Democracy Rallying Around 
the Plucky New Yorker. 

Co.umsus, O., January 26.—(Special.]}—The 
recent canvass of the democrats in the Ohio 
legislature showed 38 for David B. Hill for 
president, and only 4 against him. 

This vote largely represents popular senti- 
ment. The people have not forgotten Hill’s 
gallant work in this state when the democrats 
made their victorious fight against such tre- 
mendous odds in 1890. With the politicians 
and the masses he is the coming man. 

General Tom Ewing, of New York, who 
madea gallant fight for governor of Ohio in 
1879, against Charles Foster, now secretary of 
the treasury, came in from New York tonight. 
To your correspondent he said he was calied 
west on a business trip, having an interest in 
the Hocking valley that demanded his atten- 
tion, but he was not averse to talking on polit- 
ical topics. The general expresses the opinion 
that Hill and Blaine will be the candidates of 
the democratic and republican parties for the 
presidency. He regards Hill as the greatest 
political manager in the country, and predicts 
his nomination and election. 

In former years, the democracy has been 
without a political leader, and achieved succes 
by sheer force of party strength when Cleve- 
land was elected to the presidency. With Hill 
as the standard. bearer there would, in the 
opinion of General Ewing, be an aggressive 
campaign, conducted in a manner to insure the 
success of the party in the national contest. 


SHORT 38,000 BALES, 


Savannah Has Lost and QOharleston Has 
Gained Cotton This Season. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 26.—[Special.]— 
Traffic Manager Sol Haas addressed a large 
number of cotton men at the cotton exchange 
this afternoon at a meeting calied at Mr. Haas’s 
request. He insisted that no cotton had been 
diverted from Savanuah. ‘The receipts here 
now show 35,000 bales decrease, while Charies- 
ton shows an increase of 59,000. 

Norfolk shows a decrease of 7,000 and West 
Point a decrease of 10,000 bales. Savannah 
has received, be stated, 3,000 more bales over 
the Central railroad proper than last year; 
4,000 less from the Augusta and Savannah 
railroad, 19,000 less from Augusta, 5,000 more 
from the Georgia railroad, 11,000 more from 
Macon, 4,000 less over the Atlanta division 
and 2,700 more from Athens, only 300 bales 
having come from there last year. 

These figures explain everything, he said. 
The cotton lost from Augusta went to Charles- 
ton, that city receiving this year from An- 
= 40,000 bales. Cotton this years has not 

n handled so much on through bills of lad- 
ing. Cotton has gone to Charlesvon local and 
been rehandled. 

Ocean rates have been lowered there every 
day in the season, not less than 2 cents and 
sometimes as much as 10 cents. Ships were 
there and wanted cotton and quoted lower 
rates to get it. He has inquired into the re- 
port that the railroads into Charleston helped 
the ships reduce rates by shrinking inland 
rates, but cannot find any confirmation of it. 

He thought the loss at Savannah was due to 
this fact, at least one hundred thousand bales 
having gone to Charleston from Augusta and 
vicinity. He could find no reason why ocean 
rates should be lower there than here. The 
loss at Columbus and from Grittin was due to 
strong competition. Mr. Haas claimed there 
had been an increase in cotton to Savannah 
on every central line except the Savannah, 
Griftin and North Alabama. Neither West 
Point nor Norfolk is a cotton port, and all cot- 
ton shipped there has been on through bills of 
lading. In conclusion Mr. Haas promised to 
aidin the development of the business of 
Savannah and vicinity. 


JUSTICE MUST BE PROMPT. 


The Savannah Murderers Will Be Speedily 
Tried. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 26 —[Special.]— 
This morning the committee appointed at last 
night’s indignation meeting at Turner hall, 
called on the solicitor general. The solicitor 
general assured them that he and all other 
officers of the law felt the deepest horror at 
the crime that had been committed, and that 
they all were determined that, so far as the 
law could do it, the murderers should be made 
an example of to prevent the commission of 
murder in the future. 

He then told them that the grand jury would 
have a special session tomorrow, at which the 
evidence would be considered and indictments 
found. All knew that the grand jury would 
do its duty fearlessly and promptly. Itsmem- 
bers realized the necessity and value of proinpt 
action as much as any one _ else. 
The court would move as promptly as 
the dictates of justice permitted’ in 
bringing such parties as were indicted to trial 
and in punishing those found guilty. 

His words were followed with the deepest 
attention by the committee, and evidently 
gave them satisfaction. Before leaving they 
all expressed appreciation of his promises, and 
expressed their faith in the efficacy of the law 
as administered in Chatham county. 

The action of the meeting in demanding 
quicker trials of murderers and prompter hang- 
ings is generally approved. 

This morning James Gay, colored, was .ar- 
rested. He promptly madea full confession 
of the murder. He was stationea outside the 
factory as watchman. He claims that he did 
not think the other negroes meant to murder 
Meyer. His evidence is complete and suf- 
ficient, with that already in the hands of the 
officers, to hang at least four of the negroes, 
Gus Williams, Charley Bacon, Marion Hey- 
ward and Joe Blois, he wentin the factory. 


THE DOCTOR WONT SKIP, 


But Proposes to See the Trial Out at All 
Costs. 

BrisTou, Tenn., January 26.—[Special.|— 
The second trial of Dr. Baker, the wife mur- 
derer, came up at Abingdon today. All day 
was consumed in securinga jury. It is im- 
possible to get a jury in Washington county to 
try the case. Sensation runs as high as it did 
a yearago. The Gilmer faction is said to be 
weakening and is anxious that the trial stop. 
Itis reported today that the paramour of 
Baker and her busband sent the doctor a card 
to abscond if possible, and they would not 
make any attempt to apprehend him. Thirty 
witnesses were examined on the first trial. 
Twice that number wil! be examined this time. 
Two weeks at least will be occupied. Ten of 
Virginia’s best lawyers are engaged in the 
case. 


Pittsburg Street Car Strike. 

PirTspurRG, January 26.—The sheriff's procia- 
mation to the striking street car employes and 
their sympathizers seems to have had the desired 
effect. There wasan absence this morning of 
‘“Jarge crowds” on the streets in lower Allegheny 
and the best of order was maintained. Cars were 
run without interference and better patronized. 
Saloons in the district are still closed by order of 
Mayor Wyman and will not beallowed to reopen 
until all danger of an outbreak passed.

Put Into a Perplexing Situation by 
Chile. 


HISILL-CONCEIVED POLITICAL SCHEME 


To Involve the People in War for 
Partisan Purposes 
IS NOW. GENERALLY UNDERSTOOD. 


The Claim Set Up That Harrison Knew 
All Along That Chile Would 
Apologize. 


. 


WASHINGTON, January 26.—[Special.]—The 
dense black war cloud, which hung over 
this country when the people retired last 
night, was dispelled when they awoke this 
morning and glanced at the papers. 

The cloud had entirely disappeared, and 
nothing remained but the bright silver lin- 
ing which seemed to reflect peace upon 
the face of all the earth. 

The Little Man Is Mad. 

But it was not so bright to the presi- 
dent. The appearance of Chile’s apology in 
the same papers with his war message 
aroused suspicion among the observant. In- 
deed Mr. Blaine’s friends intimate that the 
president had assurances of an apology 
coming, but, in spite of everything the sec- 
retary of state could do to check him, in- 
sisted upon launching his war message. 

The fact that it .was almost a dead 
heat between Mr. MHarrison’s message 
and the apology, places the president in a 
bad light, as it makes it very apparent 
that the president was overzealous and 
overanxious to exaggerate the situation. 
It places him in the position of trying to 
make capital for himself of am international 
complication, in which the entire country 
was involved. His indecent haste is em- 
phasized, whether he had an intimation of 
what Chile’s reply was to be or not, by 
the intimation which has been thrown out 
that Minister Montt requested that the 
message be withheld for only twenty-four 
hours to await the reply from Chile, ex- 
plaining at the time that Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Perreria could not reply until 
he had conferred with President Montt, 
who was absent from Santiago at/ the 
baths. 

It Really Came the Day Before. 

As a matter of fact Chile’s apology came 
yesterday. It has embarrassed the president 
no little, and he has not decided just how 
to handle it. He has made no reply to 
Chile yet, but he has decided that the 


apology, as made, shall not settle the dispute. " 


He is satisfied with the withdrawal of the 
Matta letter, and with the withdrawal of the 
demand for Minister, Egan’s removal, but 
holds that Chile must apologize straightout for 
the attack upon the Baltimore’s sailors, and 
agree to pay an indemnity without referring 
the matter to arbitration. 
Harrison's Ignoble Design. 

Indeed, at this time, the president sees no 
other way to emerge from his present predica- 
ment with colors flying, but simply to force 
Chile absolutely to the wall, and make her 
throw up her hands and cry ‘‘enough—I sur- 
render.’’ Hewill, perhaps, make a reply to 
Chile to this effect tomorrow. Then the ques- 
tion arises, will the hot-blooded people of the 
little South American republic, after having 
read the president’s message to congress, agree 
to hoist the white flag, and throw themselves 
upon their faces to kiss the feet of the United 
States government. It is known that Presi- 
dent Montt is anxious that his country should 
escape a call to arms and a war that 
can only mean defeat, but it is 
doubted whether the masses of his people 
would uphold him now. Montt don’t want 
war, but then he don’t want himself and his 
ministry overthrown. 

Both in a Dilemma. 

President Harrison and President Montt are 
both in positions of personal embarrassment, 
If President Harrison should accept the 
Chilean apology as it is, with the insinuations 
that are going the rounds, he would not be 
applauded very vigorously by the country. 
Then if President Montt should make an 
humble and complete apology, he would find 
his colors trailing in the dust, and, perhaps, 
awake some bright morning to find himself a 
statesman out of ajob. Thusit will be seen 
there is a new phase upon the situation. It is 
as serious now as it appeared yesterday. In- 
deed, the prospects of war, which seemed to 
have vanished this morning, are reappearing, 
and no one is willing to venture a prediction 
now, but all agree that were personal ambi- 
tions eliminated from the situation, peace 
would be a certainty. 

The Subject in the House. 

Everything depends upon Mr. Harrison’s 
reply to Chile’s retraction. He can make it 
war or peace as he chooses. Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, of Keutucky, introduced aresolution in 
the house this morning which developed the 
position of the house on the matter completely. 
The resolution called upon the president to 
know if he had received a reply from Chile 
to his ultimatum. It provoked a somewhat 
bitter and acrimonious debate from the demo- 
crats of the foreign affairs committee. Mr. 
Breckinridge insinuated broadly that the 
president knew Chile’s apology was coming 
when he sent his message to congress, and 
intimated thathe was playing for political 
capital. In reply Mr. Blount took a broad 
position, insisting that Mr. Breckinridge’s res- 
olution and remarks were tantamount to an 
imputation that the president’s message had 
not been sent to congressin good faith. He 
moved the reference of the resolution to the 
foreign affairs committtee, which was 
done. The democrats of the foreign atf- 
fairs. committee are not disposed to try 
this matter from a political standpoint. Realiz- 
ing the seriousness of it, they propose to lift 
the matter above the pane of partisan politics, 
and to acquaint themselves fully with the 
details of the case.

Every fact that can bear any relation to this mat- 
ter is part of our necessary information in the 
conclusion that we must reach upon a matter so 
important as this. And I confess it never oc- 
curred to me that my distinguished friend, 
chairman of the committee on foreign affairs, or 
any member of the house, would hesitate to sub.

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ONLY FREE LABOR 


Can Be Used in the Construction of the 
New Waterworks, 


BUT THE MATERIAL USED IN THE WORK 


By That Free Labor May Cause Quite a 
Discussion Before the End Is 
Reached. | 


Convict labor cannot be used in the con- 
struction of the new waterworks. 

So the contracts say. 

But can the product of convict labor in any 
shape be used in arly manner about the work? 

That may become a@ most interesting question 
before many days. 

While the bids for the work on the reser- 
voir, the railroad and the boilers were coming in 
and before they had been opened, Mr. Wood- 
ward, of the aldermanic board, introduced in 
the general council a resolution prohibiting 
the use of convict labor in the construction of 
the reservoir, the railroad or the boilers and 
instructing the city attorney in drawing the 
contract to embody a clause to that effect. 

The resolution was adopted by the council 
without a dissenting voice. ‘ 

After the bids had been opened and the con- 
tracts had been awarded, City Attorney Good- 
win prepared the contracts to be signed by the 
city and the centractors. Then to expedite 
the work, Mayor Hemphil! called the general 
council together Monday to pass uponjthe con- 
tract. In the contracts was this clause 
touching the convict labor question, as caused 
by Mr. Woodward’s resolution. 

It was also contracted and agreed that in the 
execution of this contract, and inthe work done 
in pursuance of the same, the use or employment 
of convict labor is prohibited, and that the use or 
employment of convicts in connection with such 
work shall work revocation and forfeiture of this 
contract and the breach of the bond given to 8e- 
cure the performance of the same. 

The clause was not referred to during the 
discussion ofthe contractijby the members of the 
council, and when the contracts were ratified 
of course that was one of the clauses. 

The verbage of the contract speaks for itself. 

But just now it seems susceptible of two con 
structions—at least two constructions were 
placed upon it yesterday by those who are 
keeping current with the work. 

One element asserts that the clause pro- 
hibits pointediy and positively the use not 
only of convict labor but any product of con- 
yict labor in the work. 

The other element says that the clause 
speaking for itself prevents convict labor but 
does not necessarily bar the use of material 
produced by convicts. 

Mr. Woodward, the author of the resolu- 
tion, is of the former class, and City Engineer 
Clayton stands beside Mr. Woodward, assert- 
ing that convict labor and all results of con- 
vict labor are outlawed by the contract. 

City Attorney Goodwin, who drew the con- 
tract with Mr. Woodward’s resolution before 
him, declines to give an opinion orto place a 
legal construction upon that paragraph of the 
contract saying: 

“IT am averse to rendering anv opinion ex- 
cept when the general council asks for it.’’ 

There are members of the general council, 
however, who do not coincide with Mr. Wood- 
ward and Engineer Clayton, and who are 
willing, too, to give their opinion asto the 
legal construction of the clause without wait- 

ing for the council to ask for it. 
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which will give it tous. The courts of the 
state must say what we are entitled to when 
it comes to that.” 


DOWN TO WORK. 


The Land Being Cleared for the Reservoir 
4 and the Railroad. 


Work on the new waterworks has begun in 


earnest. 

Over two hundred men are now preparing 
for the influx of the Chattahoochee river into 
the city. 

Squads are busy with the railroad, reservoir 
grounds and pipes. 

Mosby & Co., the contractors on the reser- 
voir, have now between seventy-five and one 
hundred men at work on the ground where 
the reservoir is to be located. Ground has not 
yet been broken, but the first spade of dirt will 
be thrown out within the next day or two. Trees, 
shrubbery and housés cover the land where the 
reservoir will be sunk, and the contractors are 
now busy moving these obstructions. The ax 
is constantly scattering chips, the grubbing 
hoe unearthing the roots, and the house 
mover transferring the buildings to other lots. 

Just as soon as the ground necessary has 
been cleared, the construction of the reservoir 
will be commenced. 

On the land are between fifteen and twenty 
houses, which the city acquired when the 
land was secured. These will be moved upon 
other lots owned by Atlanta, and will be 
rented out by the city to the contractor or 
those who may want them. 

A large force is at work on the track from 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to the 
pumping station, while pipe laying is being 
vigorously prosecuted within the city limits.

STOCKHOLDERS HAVE A LONG TALK. 


No Plan Decided On-—Colone) Stahlman 
Has Something to Say About Rates. 
Other Railroad News. 


The stockholders of the Atlanta and Florida 
Railroad Company held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon in President Sage’s office. 

Of the $1,100,000 capital stock, $1,000,000 
was represented at the meeting, which was 
ealled for the purpose of discussing the com- 
pany’s tinancial affairs. 

It was thought that some way might be 
found to avert the receivership which was ap- 
plied for three weeks ago. One plan was for 
the stockholders to go down in their pockets 
and bring out enough money to relieve the 
company of its embarrassment. There was 
a report that some of the 
stockholders favored such a plan of relief. 
However, when the stockholders talked over 
the matter, there was only one who was will- 
ing to put up more cash. 


The company’s indebtedness to the equip- 


ment and suppiy companies, and to other 
creditors, was away Up in the hundred thou- 
sands. Only asmall part of this is due and 
pressing now, and perhaps $15,000 would ease 
the company temporarily. How to care for 
maturing obligations seemed to be the finan- 
cial problem. In May the semi-annual interest 
on the $840,000 bonds will be due. 

The whole situation was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and no agreement was reached. So 
the matter remains in the shape it was, and 
the application for the receivership will come 
up again On Saturday before Judge Clarke. 

What tbe New York bondholders will do is 
uncertain. They were represented here when 
the application came before the court, and 
they will want to have a voice if a receiver is 
appointed. 


COLONEL STAHLMAN'S VIEWS, 


Rates May Be Advanced to Some Points 
and Reduced to Others. 

Colonel Stahlinan may not reach Atlanta 
before next Monday. On that date he will 
take active charge of the new consolidated 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association 
as commissioner. 

Comments upon the notice of increase of 
southern freight rates which are to gointo 
effect February, Ist, have brought out from 
himan emphatic statement in reference to 
his policy. On February Ist proportional 
rates now effective to east Mississippi river 
points will be withdrawn dnd on the same 
date the following rates will be sub- 
stituted from New York: First 
class 72 cents, second 65, third 49, 
fourth 35, fifth 30 and sixth 25. The rates are 
now 40, 40, 28 and for the fourth, fifth and 
sixth classes 25. 

Colone! Stahliman says heis not responsible 
for the increase. The association has no con- 
trol over rates between New York, Boston or 
Providence to east Mississippi river points. 
Such points are Vicksburg, Natchez and Mem- 
phis. . The rates to and from these points are 
largely controlled by steamship lines plying 
between New Orleans, New York and Boston 
in connection with the Mississippi river 
steamers, which lines are not members of the 
association. ‘*‘There is no rail line connected 
with the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation whichis in a position to control 
these rates; and, therefore, this traftic is 
expressly excluded from control by the asso- 
ciation,’’ says Colonel Stahlman. He has not 
attended any meeting of the association, he 
states, and did not know that the new rates 
had been made until he read them in the 
papers. — 

Continuing ho says: “I do not mean to 
convey the impression that changes~OfK trans- 
portation rates will not be made afiee Tadsuine 
charge of the office to which I have been 
chosen. They have been made from time to 
time for the past thirty years, sometimes going 
up and as often going down, and [can see no 
reason why such changes should not continue. 
Conditions may at any time arise which may 
demand an advance or a reduction of trans- 
portation rates. They may demand an ad- 
vance to some points and a reduction to others. 
Whatever in my judgment seems to be proper 
in this respect I shall unhesitatingly recom- 
mend, having in view the interest of the rail- 
roads and the well being of the people of the 
south, whom the railroads are trying to serve.

It Is Safe to Trust the People. 

The proposed election of the county 
commissioners of Fulton county by the 
grand jury, instead of by the people as 
heretofore, meets with very little favor. 

Under a recent act of the legislature, 
general in its terms, but decidedly local 
in its effect, when two successive grand 
juries shall so recommend, the county com- 
missoners shall be elected by a grand 
jury, and not by the qualified voters of 
the county, as is now the law passed by 
special act for Fulton county. 

One grand jury recommended the 
change some time ago and its successor 
must do) likewise in order to change the 
present mode of election. We do not 
believe that the first recommendation 
would have been made if the grand 
jurors had been acquainted with the sit- 
uation. We are confident that there will 
be no second recommendation. 

While our grand juries are generally 
composed of our very best citizens, we 
believe that the people prefer the man- 
agement of their own affairs, so far as 
it is practicable. If a good reason can 
be given for taking the election of 
county commissioners out of their hands, 
let us have it. In the next year or two 
the county commissioners will probably 
let contracts for public improvements in- 
volving the expenditure of perhaps half 
a million dollars for a new courthouse 
and a new jail. These are important 
matters. They touch the pockets of the 
people, and they will naturally feel like 
having a voice in the selection of the 
county commissioners. 

The old way is satisfactory; why not 
stick to it? 

There are grave doubts about the regu- 
lar passage through the general assembly 
of the bill which was so suddenly rushed 
to change the method of choosing com- 
missioners. ) 

Upon the whole we had better not 
make the change. It is safe to trust 
the people,

A Touching Reminiscence. 

The New York Times refers with natural 
delicacy tothe war which ‘‘Bill’’ Chandler 
is making on the judges of the supreme 
court of New Hampshire. ‘‘Bill’’ charges 
that these judges are corrupt. He says that 
notwithstanding the fact that their salaries 
were raised $500 each in 1881, with the dis- 
tinct object of enabling them to pay their 
fares when riding on the railroad, some of 
them now ride free on the Boston and 
Maine railroad. These judges appoint the 
state board of equalization, and the mem- 
bers of the board, riding free on the roads, 
have undervalued the property of the cor- 
porations at least 50 per cent for purposes of 
taxation. Reciting these charges, Chandler 
calls for ‘‘a popular outcry.”’ 

The New York Times, to this call for a 
popular outcry, remarks: ‘‘Whether Sena- 
tor Chandler is the proper person to start it 
effectually is another matter.’’ Considering 
all the circumstances this is delicately put; 
indeed, there is a touch of cuteness about it 
that is irresistible. The Times was not as 
particular in 1876, when it telegraphed for 
‘*Bill,”’ and, aftera long conference with 
him, employed him to steal the electoral 
vote of Florida. ‘‘Bill’’ is as honest now as 
he was then. Has The Times improved in 
honesty? 


The Passing of the Mugwump. 

Some of the Massachusetts papers are dis- 
cussing the question whether the democratic 
party has ceased to receive recruits from the 
republicans. A republican paper, The 
Springfield Union, says the tide has turned, 
while The Boston Heraid,a mugwump paper, 
has serious doubts whether republicans who 
have quit their party can be induced to act 
with it again, and it says the tide has been 
stayed, rather than turned. 

The so-called tide has never amounted to 
much inthe east. The mugwumps have 
never voted with the democratic party, be- 
cause they believed in democratic princi- 
ples; it is doubtful if they know what con- 
stitutes democratic doctrine; it is certain 
they donot care. They haye no fixed prin- 
ciples and no clear idea of government, 
‘They will occupy any position which is cal- 
culated to make them conspicuous. It is 
said in their behalf that they elected Mr. 
Cleveland in 1884, and there is no doubt 
that Mr. Cleveland gave them the credit of 
his election, for he trimmed the sails of his 
administration to suit their views, and 
subbed the democratic party by keeping 
a large number of partisan republicans in 
office. Did they turn against him in 1888? 

They profess to be for tariff reform, but 
they were ready last November to turn New 
York state overto the Platt crowd, a result 
which would have been fatal to tariff reform 
for anumber of years. Whatever is inef- 
fective and foolish they may be depended on 
todo. Pretending to be for Governor Rus- 
sell of Massachusetts, they gave him a 
black eye, and made his election ineffectual 
by voting for the rest of the republican 
ticket. If it is this sort of tide that has 
been stayed it is a timely staying indeed. It 
would be an easy matter for the democratic 
party to get over its head in a quagmire by 


depending on accessions in the east. A 
mugwump is a republican suffering with 
the whimsies, and he would sacrifice any 
party to the slightest of his whims, 

The democrats will have to look for ac- 
cessions to their party from the west, 
where the republican farmers are clamoring 
for financial relief and reform and the re- 
peal of unjust and oppressive laws, In 
order to gain the votes of these republican 
farmers, the party will have to put the de- 
mands of the people in its platform, and 
nominate a man pledged to carry them out. 
It is idle to talk of suppressing issues; it is 
as foolish as to talk of suppressing the peo- 
ple. 

The democratic party is just recovering 
from an attack of mugwumpism, and it is 
not likely to be troubled with the same 
disease for some time to come. What it 
wants now is a straightout platform, a 
square fight, and a candidate who represents 
the great issues, 


Advice to a Contemporary. 

The Charleston News and Courier flies 
easily and naturally to the north for its 
views and arguments. It goes to the re- 
publican party for its financial views, and 
warmly insists that the continued demon- 
etization of silver constitutes a noble piece 
of doctrine which the democrats cannot 
swallow with too much avidity. It runs to 
The Century Magazine, which has recently 
made a very exhaustive examination of 
frontier banking experiments, for arguments 
against the proposition to re-establish state 
banks, and endeavors to make the facts 
gathered by the magizine apply where they 
were never intended to apply. 

If The News and Courier knew what 
every one interested in the subject ought to 
know—namely, that every national banker 
who brings any intellect to his business is 
in favor of state banks, it would probably 
take a less gloomy view of the proposition 
and proceed to discuss it on its merits. The 
idea of our Charleston contemporary that 
state banks of issue are necessarily wildcat 
institutions is an interesting example of the 
potency of a myth even in this age of cul- 
ture and accurate research. The facts in 
regard to the history of a state bank of 
issue and its branches are within easy 
reach of the editor of The News and 
Courier; they are at his very door. We 
think he would be justified in giving to his 
readers the facts about the state bank of 
South Carolina, 

That institution was a state bank of issue, 
and it had branches throughout the state. 
Now, it would be interesting to know 
whether this bank was a success, or whether 
it was a wildcat affair. Were its notes at 
par with gold and silver? Did its note- 
holders or its depositors suffer any loss 
through over-circulation or bad manage- 
ment? Let The Charleston News and 
Courier go into this matter thoroughly and 
expose whatever fraud there was init. This 
would be better than citing the results of 
frontier experiments. 

We can suggest another subject for our 
contemporary to investigate. Is it not true 
that the recent failure of national banks in 
Philadelphia, Boston and other cities has 
caused the loss of larger sums of moncy 
than all the wildcat banks that ever existed 
in the south? Let The News and Courier 
come down to facts. It is useless to try to 
fool the people with arguments in favor of 
the Wall street system of finance; it is use- 
less to try to deceive them on the silver 
question. Let our contemporary inves- 
tigate the state bank system for itself and 
report results.

ALLEN W. THURMAN, 


He Talks on the Silver Question and 
Tariff and Outlines a Policy. 
From The Ohio State Journal. 

Mr. Allen W. Thurman, one of the free-coinage 
leaders in Ohio, on being asked what he thought 
of the Springer proposition, replied: 

“lam emphatically opposed to anything which 
will delay a full and free discussion of the silver 
question before the people, and looking upon Mr. 
Springer’s proposition as one to indefinitely post- 
pone I cannot subscribe to it.”’ 

‘‘Do you believe the democratic party can afford 
to risk an out-and-out committal in favor of free 
coinage?”’ 

‘‘Most assuredly I do, for what party need fear 
the result of going before the people, insisting 
upon the contract they made with their creditors 
being adhered to by these same creditors? Why, 
there never was a proposition where it can be so 
easily and clearly shown to the peuple that they 
have been robbed. All we would have to do would 
be to take the government’s bond, wherever we 
spoke, and the contract under which it was issged, 
and read it to the people. It can be made 80 plain 
that the most yeritable dunce, almost, can see it, 
and when the Aimerican people become fully aware 
of the eonfidence game which has been and is still 
being played upon them, they will speak in such 
thunder tones that there will be no mistaking what 
they mean. If you don’t believe this, go with some 
man when he is going to pay a debt, and let his 
creditor demand 25 per cent more than his note 
calls for, and see whether he pays it or not. Take 
note of what he says and how he act®. Now, the 
feelings and actions of this one man under such 
cirumstances will be no different from those of 
apnumber of men. The latter will not stand it any 
more than the former. This is just the case with 
the government bonds. The people agreed to a 
contract, the provisions of which were imposed 
by the bondholders themselves, they (the bond- 
holdess) stipulating that payment should be made 
in 41244 grains of standard silver, 9-10 fine, 35.8 
grains of standard gold, 9-10 fine. Now, after 
these same creditors have, by legislation, appre- 
ciated the value of gold over 25 per cent, they not 
only demand and insist, but even threaten if they 
are not paidin this appreciated gold they will 
make Rome howl. Why, neverin the world will 
the people, after they understand this, stand such 
barefaced stealing any longer. 

“Just ‘one campaign of education’ on this ques- 
tion will settle it, and we should have it this 
year. 

“If the democratic party in their national 
platform will meet this issue openly and squarely, 
and afterwards push it to its fullest extent, it 
cannot be beaten.”’ 

“If this took place might nota president be 
elected who would veto such a bill just as Mr, 
Harrison will do now?” 

“No; for if, after a thorough discussion, the 
country declared the questionin the affirmative, 
no democratic president would think of vetoing 
it unless it would be Mr. Cleveland, and I doubt 
whether he would under such circumstances.” 

“Do you believe in dropping the tariff ques- 
tion?’ 

“Good heavens, no; but if you drop the silver 
question you only weaken the other, because 
while the people are taxed to death on the one 
hand by iniquitous tariffs, they are, by the steady 
appreciation of goid, being continually compelled 

to give up more labor, or the products of more la- 
bor, to obtain money with which to discharge these 
taxes.

Overwhelming Facts and Figures, 
From The Washington Post. 

James W. Ridgway, district attorney for 
Kings county, one of the most powerful demo- 
cratic leaders of Brooklyn, was at the Arling- 
ton last night. He belongs to the admiravle 
class of politicians who do not fear to speak 
their sentiments. He is of portly build, dark 
visaged, and is still reckoned a young man. 
His manner is genial aud attractive. 

“The democratic state committee,” said he, 
“meets at the Hoffman house next Tuesday. 
It will fix the date of holding the state con- 
vention, which will scarcely be later than the 
2d of February, and doubtless at Albany. 
That convention will name délegates to the 
national convention at Chicago. If the unit 
rule is adopted, which 1s highly probable, 
every one of the seventy-two votes from New 
York state will be cast for David B. Hill for 
president. My conviction is that there will be 
no break in the solidarity of the delegation: 
Senator Hill will receive every vote.” 

“And you expect to see him nominated for 
the presidency?” 

“That is just what I expect. Look at his 
record.

We see him entering the 
gubernatorial office at a time when the state 
is $6,000,000 in debt, the republican party in 
power in both branches of the legislature, and 
having both United States -senators. He goes 
out of office with the state debt reduced to 
1,000,000 and the lowest rate of taxation in its 
history, besides $4,000,000 in the treasury. Dur- 
ing each year of his administration the public 
school fund was increased $500,000.

CHARGED WITH ASSASSINATION. 


Jesse Whitehead on Trial for an Assault 
: on Mr. Ware 

WATKINSVILLE, Ga., January 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Oconee superior court convened yester- 
day, and Judge Hutchins says it will be hard 
work to adjourn by Saturday. 

The most important criminal case is the 
State vs. Jesse Whitehead, for an attempt to 
assassinate Mr. Elisha Ware, now a citizen of 
Atlanta, but who, at the time of the deed, was 
living on his farm in Oconee county. At the 
last term of ourcourt Whitehead was found 
guilty and sentenced to ten yearsin the peni- 
tentiary, but the judge gave him a new trial. 

While being carried to jail after his sentence, 
the prisoner made a break for liberty, was 
knocked down the steps by Sheriff Overby 
with a bottle used asa candlestick, but jumped 
up running, and had nearly gained his liberty, 
when the sheriff fired at him just as Jesse fell 
into a gully, where he was secured. 

The Crime Alleged. 


Mr. Ware was returning from Athens to his 
farm, about dark, when he was fired upon from 
ambush, in a dark hollow on the roadside, and 
seriously wounded with buckshot. Ware 
swore that he recognized Jesse Whitehead’s 
laugh as the gun was tired, and, on going tothe 
spot next morning, it was seen where the 
would-be assassins had prepared a screen 
with bushes to conceal themselves behind. 
Jesse Whitehead and two of his relatives 
lived near by and there was bad blood be- 
tween the family and Ware. The whole of 
them were arrested, as alsoa negro in their 
employ, and the cases of the other men will 
be tried as soon as Jesse is disposed of. He is 
now out on a one-thousand-dollar bond. 

This case has engendered a good deal of bit- 
terness, and some sensational developments 
are expected at the trial, to come on 
Wednesday. 


TWO LADIES INJURED. 
They Are Thrown from a Buggy and Ter- 
ribly Hurt. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., January 26.—[Special.] 
A frightful runaway occurred here this morn- 
ing. Two ladies were injured, one seriously. 
The victims of the accident were Mrs. L. HL 
Roberts and Miss Fitzgerald. The ladies were 
driving a spirited horse that became fright- 
ened, and soon unmanageable. The animal 
went down Jackson and into Broad street ata 
terrible speed. Mrs. Roberts lost her balance 
and fell in front of the wheel, which passed 
over her. She was also dashed violently 
against the curbing. The horse then took the 
sidewaik, where Miss Fitzgerald was also 
thrown out. The animal continued his flight. 
The hundreds of people who witnessed the 
accident were horror-stricken, not knowing 
but _ beth ladies were killed or fatally in- 
jured. 

They were picked up and carried intoa 
bank near by, and physicians summoned. Mrs. 
Roberts was unconscious for some time. The 
extent of herinjuries is not known, but her 
husband has just sent word that she was in 
great pain andis seriously hurt, Miss Fitz- 
gerald escaped with severe bruises.

Company, 


AND IT LOOKS AS IF THEY DID §9 


At the Rifles’ Meeting Last Night—Story 
of the Discord in the Ranks of 
the Rifles. 


There have been two fractions in the Atlanta 
Rifles for a long time. 

And for the past few months the friction be. 
tween these two factions has threatened to 
disrupt the company. 

Just now it may end in the withdrawal of 
several members of the company. 

The two factions have existed inthe com- 
pany for some time, but grew more pro- 
nounced last summer, when it became openly 
known that there was discord in the ranks of 
the company. 

The officers of the company seemed to be 
the first cause of the trouble. Not that ther 
were not sociable enough, and capable enougl 
for the places they filled, but a strong portion 
of the company grew indifferent as to the com- 
pany because the armory was no more than a 
drill hall, where strict military discipline was 
enforced and the boys were allowed no indul- 
gence in social pleasures. 

Here the trouble began and it grew §from 
the summer to the fall. Members of the com. 
pany began to fail to pay their dues regularly 
and did not attend the meetings. 

These differences were greatly accentuated 
when First Lieutenant Harry Snook resigned. 
His resignation was accepted, and from this 
time on the breach grew wider and wide 
until the company was divided into two fac. 
tions—a Spencer faction and a Snook fac 
tion. 

The latter faction made nocomplaint against 
the splendid military qualities of Captain Ma- 
con B. Spencer. As a commander he was 
equa! to any to be had, but the boys thought 
that the armory had too little of the 
element of a clubroom to it. 
They wanted to spenda nice quiet evening 
at their armory, as do the members of the 
Gate City Guard, but this did not meet with 
the approval of the officers of the company. 

Last week adecisive step was taken. Sev- 
eral young men of the Snook faction prepared 
and mailed to the members of the Rifles’ com- 
pany a short circular, reading like this: 

‘‘How would the following list of officers do 
to take the Rifles to the world’s fair? Cap- 
tain, Harry Snook; first lieutenant, W. W. 
Richardson; second lieutenant, Joseph Van 
Holt Nash; second junior lieutenant, Will 
Holbrook.’’ 

This was a feeler, intended to ascertain the 
sentiment of the Rifles as to the two factions. 

The outcome wasa meeting last Thursday 
night. It wasaspecial meeting arranged by 
the young men who sent out the circular, and 
about that meeting very little is known. One 
thing is known, however, and that is that it was 
decided to ask all the commissioned officers 
of the Rifles to resign for the purpose of re 
organization. 

This action was made known to the officers 
of the company and they were asked to give 
an answer at the — meeting last night. 

A meeting was held last night, but with 
closed doors. 

At half-past 10 o’clock the meeting ad- 
journed and the members betook themselves 
to their homes. They would say nothing. 
*‘Mum”’ was the word. 

An officer of the company was seen, but re- 
fused to talk. 

“I refuse to say,’’ [said he, “‘whether or not 
the ofticers have resigned, but you can find out 


after a lapse of three days. Then-everything « 


will be toid. In the meantime we can say 
nothing.”’ 

But there is little doubt but that the officers, 
or some of them, tendered their resignations 
last night. 

It is known that Captain Spencer was will 
ing to resign, and intended to do so as soon as 
the indebtedness of the company could be 
settled. 

**The meeting last night,’’ said a member of 
the rities, ‘‘was entirely harmonious.”

They want to build a courthouse and jail 
pow that will meet the demands of this county 
g century from this time. . 

® They said so in their general presentments, 
ade yesterday. 

Their minds seem bent on the accomplish- 
gent of this purpose, and afew months from 
now the people of Fulton may gaze proudly 

a maguificent temple of justice, and a 
yock-bound cage for evil-doers. 

The people want a new courthouse and jail, 
and the enterprising grand jurymen have be- 
gun the work. 

Here’s what the grand jury says abouta 
new courthouse : 

“The courthouse is not suitable for the sev 

courts and business offices of the county, 
and we recommend that the county commis- 
gioners, together with the citizens’ committee 
offour, appointed by the foreman of ovr jury 
January 8, 18%, take immediate steps to pro- 
yide courthouse accommodations, by selling 
the present property and purchasing new 
grounds and building a new courthouse, that 
will be equal to the increasing demands of our 
county for the next century, or by such other 
means as nay be deemed best.”’ 

That's talking to the point, and it sounds 
like a pew courthouse, 

Here’s what the grand jury says abouta 
new jail: 

“Wecondemn the present jail as being in- 
sufticient, too small and insecure, and in point 
of comfort and convenience, a reflection on 
the fair name of our county.”’ 

A recommendation for the building of a 
pew jail and forthe sale of the old one fol- 
lows.

: County Convicts. 

In its report of the condition of the Fulton 
county convicts the grand jury says that the 
north Atlanta camps are in good order except 
the kitchen and laundry. This camp was lo- 
cated on West Peachtree, where city improve- 
ments are being made, and the jury considers 
it a nuisance. 

“The buildings,” to quote from the present- 
ments, ‘‘are old and worthless, and the land 
is very valnable. We recommend that the 
land be sold and the camp builtin any other 
Jocality—after the style of the Fulton county 
barracks. The barracks are in good order, 
with about two hundred convicts therein, and 
is moderately clean. Severalare sick in the 
hospital. The hospital should be made more 
comfortable.”’

Here’s a four-line paragraph from the gen- 
eral presentments that will be read with in- 
terest.

Late U.S. Government Chemist, 
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‘THE STATE CHEMIST 


Is Busily Engaged Testing Fertilizers by 
the New Law. 


HE HAS TO DIG INTO EVERY SACK. 


The Railroad Commission Has a Busy Day. 
Other Items Found at the Statehouse 
of Georgia. 


According to the law passed by the last leg- 
islature Dr. George F. Payne, state chemist, 
is now busily engaged in analyzing the sacks 
of guano sent out from the factories through 
Georgia. 

It isan enormous task that the legislature 
has put upon the state chemist, but Dr. Payne 
is equal to it. 

He has put the inspectors and bis assistants 
at Work getting samples of the fertilizers made 
in Georgia by home manufactories, and has 
also been testing every sack of guano sent in 
from other manufacturers out of the state. 

Dr. Payne takes a sample from every sack 
of the same brand sent out by a factory and 
mixes these to get the analysis. He does not 
take it from the bulk in the factory before it 
is sent out, as was formerly done, but gets his 
samples after it has been sent out for ship- 
ment. 

Thisis in accordance with a requirement of 
the late law, whose purpose is to prevent the 
factory men; from running out a cheaper 
grade of fertilizers after they were 
analyzed in the factory. The law 
now requires the state chemist to send 
out the inspectors and sample the guano after 
itissacked and shipped. Itis done to pro- 
tect the farmers against worthless fertilizers. 

“Suppose you find a sack of guano sold toa 
farmer, and,after analyzing it, discover that it 
is not what was claimed for it?’’ 

“In such a case the farmer cannot be made 
to pay for it. That isexactly what we are 
here for—to protect the farmers from such 
imposters.”’ 

“Do you think there will bess much fertil- 
izing this year onthe farms of Georgia as 
usual ?”’ 

‘‘Well, I reckon so. Georgia uses more 
guano than any other southern state. Last 
year she used about three hundred and fifty 
thousand tons. This means that there was as 
many as 1,000 long trainloads of fertilizers 
sent out to the farmers of Georgia, each train 


sized up at thirty cars.”’ 

“Why isit that Georgia uses more fertilizers 
than any other southern state?” 

‘‘Because she gets them cheaper. Georgia 
pays less for fertilizers than any state in the 
union. The reason is because there is no heavy 
revenues obtained from the inspection of the 
products of the sinal! factories, nor the larger 
ones, as for that matter. The inspection fee is 
only 10 cents perton. The small manufact- 
urer, making only tive tonsa, pays 50 cents in- 
spection fees. In some states the regulation 
of fees is different, the charge being $100 for 
each brand, which crowds the small manu- 
facturer out of work, thus destroying that 
rightful competition that we have here in 
Georgia. 

‘There is no reason,’’ continued Dr. Payne, 
“why Georgia should not some day in the near 
future become the greatest source of supply for 
the whole country in the line of fertilizers. 
We can make guano farcheaper here than any 
other state, and we have all the materialsright 
in our own state for making the fertilizers. 
Fifteen years ago there were no fertilizers 
made in Georgiaat all. Now there are two 
factories here in the state which alone make 
more than were consumed in Georgia fifteen 
years ago.’’ 

Albany’s Big Luck. 
The railroad commissioners were busy all 


yesterday. 

They finished hearing the arguments in be- 
half of the Southern Express Company re- 
garding the cutting down of the rates of ex- 


press freights. 

Mr. W. E. Wooten, with the enterprising 
mayor of Albany, laid a _proposi- 
commission, asking 
for a union depot at Albany. The 
city of Albany will give tothe roads entering 
that city asite for the depot and asks that 
they unite to build a spacious union passenger 
depot. Allthe roads running into Albany 
agreed to accept the offer except the Central, 
aud it is believed that this road will do like- 
wise. If not, the commission will require the 
Central to build a depot of itsown. Thisis a 
great »oon for the Artesian City. 

Americus also put in a claim for a passenger 
depot, and Mr. Felderand Mr. W. K. Wheat- 
ley were here to urge the claim. The com- 
mission gave orders that the depot be built. 

Forsyth, through Hon. Robert L. Berner, 
renewed her petition for a better passenger 
depot, and will get it. 

The commission has made no change in its 
former decree concerning the reduction of 
telegraphic rates. 

The case of the people of Athens against the 
Richmond and Danville was postponed until 
today. The peopleare suing the road for not 
giving the same freight rates given Atlanta, as 
this was promised in the contract with the city 
of Athens when the Richmond aud Danville 
bought the Northeastern road from Athens. It 
is a very interesting case.

A RAILWAY STRIKE 


In Which Thirty Men Lost Their Jobs 
Yesterday Morning. 


THEY WANTED BETTER 


And Other Men Came and Took Their 
Places—It Happened on the New 
Electric Line to the River. 


WAGES 


Work on the Atlanta and Chattahoochee 
road was suspended yesterday morning through 
a strike of a foreman and some of his em- 
ployes. 

Their places were soon filled, and every- 
thing went along smoothly again. 

Some time ago.the laying of track for the 
electric line reached Proctor street bridge, a 
point about four miles from the city. The 
bridge itself was an old, unsafe one and a new 
structure had to be put up. 

Pending this, the workmen proceeded to lay 
the track, beginning afew hundred feet be- 
yond the bridge, leaving a stripof nearly a 
quarter of a mile. Yesterday morning the 
bridge was completed, and the portion of the 
road previously left unattended to was taken 
up again, 

A squad of thirty men were on hand at 7 
o’clock with their picks and shovels ready to 
begin work. 

But a surprise awaited Mr. P. B. Lawrence, 
the contractor. The men refased to begin 
work, and, throughjtheir spokesman, declared 
that they would quit forthwith unless an ad- 
vance was madein their wages of 20 centsa 
day. 

They were firmin their demand, and stood 
about quietly awaiting developments. 

To Mr. Lawrence the workmen stated that 
they had been urged onto take this step by 
Maner, the foreman. That didn’t help mat- 
ters a bit, but it certainly hurt the foreman. 

Mr. Lawrence replied that he “‘would see 
about it,’’ but hardly thought that he could 
meet the demands. He came to the city, con- 
sulted with Mr. Jerome Simmons, and then 
informed the strikers that they would either 
have to goto work at the oid prices or give 
way to others. 

The men put up their tools, took their coats 
and quit. An hour afterwards another squad 
of men were on hand to take the place of the 
strikers. Before noon they were busy at work 
and there were not the slightest indications 
that a strike had just threatened the serenity 
of matters. 

Some of the thirty idle men were present to 
see the fruitléss results of it. The whole affair 
occupied less than four hours and the work 
Was suspended just that length of time—acom- 
paratively trifling delay. 

Foreman Maner was discharged for the part 
he was accused of having played inthe strike 
and Mr. Lawrence had double duties for the 
rest of the day. 

The thirty men stood to one another as 
they had agreed to do, but quite a number 
were decidedly sorry of it afterwards,

THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 26.—The stock market was 
still under the influence of the Chilean matter, but its ef- 
fect was on the side of the bulls today, and while the 
transactions continued to show their professional 
character there was a wide distribution of the business 
done and the whole list shared in the improvement 
made. The news published this morning indicating a 
complete backdown by the Chilean government from 
its previous position took the wind out of the sails of 
the war party, and they were as eager to buy this 
morning as they were to sell for the last few days. At 
the same time, as the news was known in London be- 
fore the opening of this market, the prices there were 
materially higher and forcign houses were bidders 
against shorts in early trading. As -a consequence the 
first sales here were made at higher figures than the 
close of last night and among active stocks, those 
which opened at less than 1 per cent better were ex- 
ceptional. 

ckawanna and Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis were 14 per cent higher and the 
sharp advance naturally brought a large amount 
of stock upon the market; that all the 
offerings were absorbed and while the first 
few minutes saw some concessions from opening prices 
the upward movement soon made headway and prices 
allalong the line were placed on the market really 
higher than before. The stocks which possess an in- 
ternational market were naturally leaders in the early 
movement, but later the clique which has Lacka- 
wanna in hand forcedit tothe front,and trading in 
this stock assumed large proportions and its advance 
was rapid. The price was run up to i463, against 142‘, 
last evening and it closed at ciose to the best 
rices. Reading was active in sympathy and under 
uying vy western operators. Grangers.-were promi- 
nent in the market throughout the day. The strength 
in Omaha was again noticeable, and Manhattan con- 
tinued its advance, keeping its pace with Lackawanna 
in the upward movement and Consolidated Gas joined 
the procession late in the day. ‘There were rumors 
circulated in the afternoon that the news of the morn- 
ing was not trustworthy and that the Chileans had not 
receded from their position, and while these stories 
caused some realizations the impression made upon 
the list was slight inthe main.

NEW YORK, January 26.—The weakness in the 
cotton market seems today to have transferred itself 
rom New York to Liverpool. The latter market 
shows a net loss on the day's business as compared 
with last night's quotations of 7-64d, while at 1 o'clock 
today prices here are only four points lower than they 
were lastevening. At the opening our market de- 
clined some seven or eight points. but the recovery 
was quick, and the weakness of yesterday gave place 
to a feeling of decided steadiness when it became 
known that the receipts at New Orleans tomorrow 
would not exceed 5,000 bales, and the total deliveries at 
all ports only be about 14,000 bales, against .12,000 last 
week, and 32,000 last year. The receipts for today 
promise to be 31,000, against 19,000 last week, and 40,900 
last year. By tomorrow night the total weekly move- 
ment will be 5,000 in excess of that for the week 
previous, while the interior receipts are estimated by 
competent authorities at 21,000 bales, against 19,000 last 
week, and 59,000 last year. These figures do not indi- 
cate that the more favorable weather conditions of the 
week have had the expected effect of bringing more 
cotton into sight. The market has been characterized 
by buying from parties and quarters not usually inter- 
ested in cotton. Chicago and the northwest seem to 
be taking a very marked interest in the article, es- 
Fecially at today’ s decline, and a considerable increase 
in receipts will be required to offset the effect of the 
fresh purchases that have today been made.

Bill and Politics. 


gpeEKE AT THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


‘ghe President of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Bears Atlanta’s Greet- 
ings to Boston. 


Governor Bullock, while in Boston, fell into 
the hands of the interviewers, and gave the 
people of the Hub and of New England 

an insight into the real condition of affairs in 


the south. 

Boston is the home of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
avd naturally The Globe man, who saw the 
ex-governor of Georgia, asked him about the 
feeling here in the south about the bill which 
pore the’ Boston congressinan’s name. And it 
js very probabie, too, that the governor’s 
yiews—coming from a republican who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the situation—created a 
decided stir in Granny Hioar’s bailiwick. 

A Southern Man’s Opinions. 
When asked the question: ‘Is there much 
tamong either the white or black repub- 
licans of the south over the failure of the force 
pill to become a law?’’ Governor Bullock 


“] should say,”’ replied the ex-governor, 
“there was regret among the professional poli- 
ticians of the republican party, but the masses, 
the rank and file, did not take any interest in 
it. Weare quite well satistied that no good 
could be accomplished by such a bill, so far as 
it relates sectionally. Nobody in the south has 
objection to any national bill which would be 
uniformly applicabie to the entire United 
States, with reiation to what might be called 
fair and free elections. Whatever Massachu- 
setts can stand, we can. I don’t think there 
js any disposition ‘to criticise the right 
of congress to regulate the manner in 
which its own members may be elected. 
Beyond that, under the constitution of 
the United States, congress bas not any- 
thing todo with elections. Itis a matter for 
each state to determine for itself, and we are 

‘not any more willing to have national author- 
ity regulate our local elections than you are in 
Massachusetts.”’ 

“Do you look for a revival of the force bill 
at any time in the future?” 

“Itseems to me, after past experience, it 


- would be idle to propose additional legislation 


on thatsubject. I think one of the strongest 
reasons for the disruption of the republican 
majority in the last congress was the so-cailed 
force bill.’’ 

Mr. Lodge's Mistake. 

“How isits author, Mr. Lodge, regarded in 
the south ’”’ 

“Judging from the newspaper reports, Mr. 
Lodge isa manof great ability, and forceful 
in every way, but he has the same mistaken 
notion thata great many others have, that 
there is violent interference with the voters 
averywhere in the south, and that for that rea- 
son the representatives froin the south are 
generally democrats. The force inference is 
nottrue. Ail the issues connected with the 
negro, and his position and rights as a citizen, 
are already determined, and that does not 
enter into.the contests, and is not an issue 
about which our people are divided.”’ 

“Then it is not so much a question of the 
intimidation of the negroes as it is their own 
indifference ?”’ 

"That is justit. They are not intimidated, 
but the rank and file are indifferent. Under 
our state constitution a man without property 
has to pay a ‘head tax’ of $1 per year to the 
school fund asa prerequisite for voting, and 
when that is neglected fora number of years 
the penalties increase with it,anda great 
many of the white people, anda great mass 
of the colored people, don’t care enough 
for the exercise of the franchise to pay the an- 
nual tax, and a very large number of them are 
herefore disqualified by reason of non-pay- 
ment. In local contests for county officers, 
such assheriff, the candidates frequently pay 
up that tax in order to secure the votes of

‘Is Mr. Blaine strong among the southern 
republicans ?’’

Their impression seems to 
be that the selection should be made by the 
delegates from the states that can é6lect—in 
other words, that the republican delegates from 
the republican states should name tlhe candi- 
date. I think Mr. Blaine is the most popular 
republican, in the opinion of our southern 
democrats. Mr. Blaine endeared himself to 
the southern people by his successful efforts 
in defeating a force bill presented to 
congress during General Grant’s first term. 
Mr. Cleveland has a great many enthusiastic 
admfrers, and there seems to be an indication, 
judging from newspaper articles, of a division 
of sentiment among the leading southern 
democrats, as between Mr. Cleveland and 
Governor Hil].’’

Mrs. Rogers brought suit for $30,000 dam- 
ages for the death of her son, who was run 
over and killed last September at Duluth by 
the Richmond and Danville vestibuled train. 
Young Rogers was driving across the track, 
when he was struck by the train and instantly 
killed. 

After being out a shore time the jury re- 
turned with a verdict of $2,500 for the plaintiff. 

Judgment Given. 


In the case of Frank W. Stanley, of Illinois, 
against W. T. Cole, of Spaulding county, 
Georgia, a verdict was rendered in the United 
States circuit court yesterday for $2,500 in 
favor of the plaintiff. Thesuit was brought 
to secure the payment ofa note for $2,000 ex- 
ecuted by Cole in favor of Stanley and secured 
by certain real estate in Spaulding county, 
and the interest thereon, which in all amounted 
to nearly two thousand six hundred dollars. 

Another Damage Suit. 

The case of Edmund Dennisagainst the Rich- 
mondand Danville Railroad Company for 
personal injuries sustained while under the 
protection of said company’s agents, will be 
taken upin the United States circuit court 
this morning. 

Contractor Lyons Coming. 

The government’s supervising architect, in 
Washington, yesterday advised the custodian 
of the eustom house that Contractor Lyons, 
who was given the contract for the construc- 
tion of the steam-heating apparatus, and who 
went away before the holidays and left the 
work uncompleted, will arrive in Atlanta to- 
day, and again take charge of the work. 

General Inspector of Steam-Heating Ap- 
paratus McMann, whoisin thecity, will re- 
main and personally look after the govern- 
ment’s interest in the completion of the work. 
The occupants of the custom house are exceed- 
ingly anxious thatthe heating apparatus be 
completed, so that the passenger elevator that 
has just been put in can be put into operation. 

G., C. and N. Mail Contract. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern mail 
contract will probably be letina short time. 
It is being delayed by the failure of the road 
to getinto Atlanta, and nothing can be done 
in the matter until the trouble is terminated. 

Quite an array of preliminaries will have to 
be gone through by the government’s agents 
before the road will be accepted as a mail 
route. 

The road will have to be completed anda 
reguiar and permanent schedule of trains suit- 
able for the safe and prompt dispatch estab- 
lished thereon, and the proper local represen- 
tative of the government, who, in this case, 
will be Superintendent L. M. Terrell, of the 
railway mal service, notified. Superinten- 
dent Terrejl will then make a detailed 
inspection tour over the line,  select- 
ing and designating in an ofticial report 
such plans as he thinks advisable to establish 
postotiices. These selections will be gov- 
erned by the sizeof the place, surrounding 
territory, distance from other postottices, and 
facilities for conducting the business of the 
office. 

The establishment of this new railway mail 
route will necessitate the abolishment of some 
of the star routes that have been in “operation 
in the territory penetrated by the new rail- 
road, and the alteration of others. The goy- 
erninent, in awarding these star route con- 
tracts, reserves the privilege of annulling them 
at.any time, on certain conditions, which will 
be complied with in this case. 

The railway mail service office is supplied 
with mail route maps, showing the star routes 
in this territory, their distance, schedule of 
trips and so forth. The character of the trip 
is designated by yellow, blue and black lines 
on the map. The yellow line routes have two 
mails a week, the blue lines three, the black 
lines a daily service. Superintendent Terrell 
will make out a report showing what chauges 
will have to be made in these. Al!l this infor- 
mation will have to be tabulated and sent in 
to the postotiice department at Washington; 
andthen Superintendent Terrell will be au- 
thorized to establish the mail service of the 
new road. 

A Veteran Moonshiner.

out a bench warrant for his arrest.

A Negro Is Headed Off on the Broad Street 


Bridge Yesterday, 


AND HE JUMPS OVER. THE RAILING. 


A Fall of Forty Feet Upon a Flat Car—The 


Negro Was an Escaped Convict and 
He Will Be Taken to the Camp. 


Powell Howard, a negro convict, made a 


daring leap for liberty yesterday morning. 

He jumped from the Broud street bridge, a 
distance of forty feet, and his escape from 
death was almost miraculous. 

Two months ago Howard was taken to 
Donaldson's camp for eighteen months on two 
separate convictions of larceny, He served 
about three weeks, and one day broke the 
shackles about his legs with a rock. He 
marched to camp with the fetters loosely 
bound, and that night tore them away and 
easily made his escape. 

Howard remaipved at large until last Sun- 
day, when he was caught in Birmingham. 

Night before last Officer C. J. Sullivan left 
with him for Atlanta. Yesterday morning 
about 6:30 o’clock, as the train was nearing 
the Broad street bridge, the officer stepped 
into the aisle to put on his overcoat. 

Howard saw an opportunity for escane and 
immediately availed himself of it. Leaping 
to his feet he rushed to the platform, jumped 
to the ground and then darted up the track. 

As he reached the steps of ‘the bridge the 
negro quickly ascended them. 
lowed by Sullivan and others who joined in 
the lively chase. Howard reached the top of 
the bridge, his pursuers close at his heels. He 
ran around to the other side of the bridge and 
started up toward Alabama.
